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Subject, Paul De Lucia, was born July 10, 1898, re 


in Italy. He was allegedly a former member of the under- 
world syndicate in Chicago, Illinois, that took over subsequent 
to: the Capone regime and he reportedly associated with members 
of the Capone gang. 


In Decenber, 1943, De Lucia was sentenced in Federal 
Court, Chicago, Illinois, to 10 years and was fined $10,000 
on an Anti-racketeering charge. He was sentenced with such 
hoodlums in the Chicago area as Frank Nitti, Louis Campagna, 
William Bioff and George Browne. In June; 1948, De Lucia was 
paroled from Federal prison. - 


In March,. 1957, Dé Lucia.was released in Federal Court, 
Chicago, Illinois, on a $10,000 bond for Federal income tax 
evasions and trial was postponed until April 1, 1958. He was 
reported to have failed to report income of approximately 
$308,000 for the years 1948 to 1950 and owes taxes in the amount 
of approximately $128,000.

In June, 1957,. De Lucia's citizenship was revoked 


and the case at present is before the United States Court of 
Appeals. 


Subject presently resides in Miami, Florida, maintaining 
a Winter’ residence at 4385 Pine Tree Drive, Miami,Beach, Florida. 
He also maintains a part-time residence at River Forest, 
Tllinois, at a home valued at approximately $150,000.
